The 
populace support the insurgents and the 
civic guard occupies the telegraph office, thus 
preventing the supporters of the Cantonal 
Goverument from communicating by tele- 
graph with each other or with the National 
Government. The rebels arrested Councillor 
Oreali, the Federal Oommissioner, who re- 
ceived instructions to annul the decision of 
the Provisional Government and the vote of 
the Popular Assemby. 
THE GOVERNMENT UNPOPULAR. 

The advanced Liberals are taking a leading 
part ia the opposition to the Conservative 
Government. The Government has become 
unpopular owing te the Treasurer’s recent 
embezzlement. 


Both Flags Lewered. 


MONTREAL, Sept. 12.—Yesterday morning 
the Stars and Stripes were observed to be 
hoisted on the rear pole of the Custom-keuse 
above the royal standard of England, which 
was flying from the same pole. Sailors from 
the Canada and Thrush were very indignant 
atthis seeming insult to the reyal visitors, 
although the Prince himself laughed tne mat- 
ter off asa mistake. Later Capt. McKay, the 
shipmaster, and adeputation ef citizens ap- 
peared before the Collector and presented 
their solemn and loyal protest. The flags 


| were lewered and the crowd dispersed, satis- 


‘fied with the position and themselves. While it 
acems to be pretty clearly éstablished that the 
Aying of the standards was the work ef the 
little children of the Guardian, the question 
is asked by anti-annexatienists, ‘‘Why was 
not the reyal standard hoisted again?’’ 


Mimic Attack at Halifax. 


HALIFAX, Nova Seotia, Sept. 12.—The last of 
the series of mimic attacks on the harbor 
fortifications occurred last night. and the 
enemy were defeated before they could enter 
the barracks and open fire on them. The ship 
Buzzard conducted the attacking eperations 
and a smart trick was done by a bedy of men- 
of-war sailors who secured the customs steam 
launch Argus and took her outside the harbor 
and disguised her as a schooner with material 
placed on board for that purpose. They then 
started to steal into the harbor and succeeded 
im getting close up under the forts before 
being discovered. A steam launch belonging 
to the defending force, manned by gentiemen 
amateurs, detected the trick and gave asignal’ 
tothe fort, which immediately opened fire, 
and haa it been a case of real warfare the 
little Argus and crew would soon have disap- 
peared from sight. 


The Australian Strike. 


SYDNBY, New South Wales, Sept. 12.—The 
conference of representatives of the Labor 
Unions, which is being held here for the 
purpose of making arrangements for a settie- 
ment of the existing labor troubles, is at- 
tended by forty delegates from the various 
unions. It is not probable that the threat of 
the Unionists not to handle non-Union woo! 
will be carried out. 

OFFICERS REINSTATED. 

MELBOURNE, Sept. 12.—Several efficers who 
refused to work on vessels employing non- 
Union men have applied for reinstatement, 
and have been given their oid positions. 

CHAMPION, THE AGITATOR. 

Mr. Champion, the labor agitator, has gone 
to Sidmey. It is believed that leading strikers 
have authorized him to negotiate 
with the employers, the basis of 
their proposals being that the Union men will 
return to work withoat requiring the 
dismissal of the non-unionists. The 
strikers’ Exeoutive Committee, how: 
ever, disclaim Uhamplion and the Lader 
council at Sidmey has refused to recognize 
him either as a representative ef 
unionism or AA a mediator be- 
twen the men and their employers. 
The manifesto isgued by the employes at Sy4- 
ney expressed regret that the demands of the 
men are not caloulated to facilitate a settie- 
ment and urges the strikers to offer more 
reasonable terms.

He came ‘into 
the house at night and went im every reom 
leaving his dirty finger marks everywhere on 
the walls. Thattime the thief stele $60 in 
money, Mr. Wormer’s watch, a very valuable 
time-piece, a pair of pants, a 
suit of clothes, a flannel shirt, a jack-pu 
Poker chip made of pearl, and several piece 
of jewelry. He dragged my clothes all ever 
the house, and carried a picture which 
was hung in tbe dizing-reom up 
on the second floor. My diamonds 
were on the cheffonier but he did not see 
them. We reported the rebbery, but we have 
heard nothing of it since then. 

„Well, he called again youterday,’’ con-

THE WRECKING TRAIN. 


— 


The Outfit Carried in Its Cars and Always in 
Readiness. — 


From the Boston Herald. 

Accidents will happen oecasionally on the 
best managed railroads, and sometimes bad 
wrecks happen, the cause of which frequently 
isa mystery, and the tracks are blecked for 
hours. For every minute the track remains 
blocked money and time are lost, and 
passenger and freight traffie is inter- 
rupted. 60 the railroads are always pre- 


pared, and within thirty minutes after a wreck 
as happened a wrecking train is on the way 
with a trained crew of men, and if the tele- 
gram announcing the wreck says that pas- 
sengers or empivyes are injured, the wreck- 
ing train comes along with its physicians, 
bandages and cots. A wrecking out&t is abeut 
the homeliest thing owned by a railroad com- 
pany. but when they are needed they are 
needed badly. 

The wrecking carsare keptattheend ofa 
division, and are directly under the contro! of 
the superintendent of that division. The 
wrecking train is composed of three cars and 
a powerful locomotive, and all the cars are 
fitted with air brakes. The first car is what 
is knows as the truck car. The body of the 
car is very low, and upon it are carried 
two extra pairs of trucks, rails, cross ties and 
spikes, for sometimes the track is torn up ina 
wreck. The second car isthe wrecking car. 
It is built of the heaviest timber and is 
mounted on two pair of small, heavy trucks 
Half of the car is covered ever and the other 
half is a mere platform, but arising from the 
center is a pewerful derrick with a twenty- 
eight foot beam. With this powerful contriv- 
ance, trucks, cars and locometives are swung 
about. The covdjed portion of the car re- 
sembles inside storeroom ofaship, as 
there are so many cables hanging around. 

In one end of the car are two cilesets, one 
containing the food for the crew. The locker 
is always weil filled, for there is no telling 
when the wrecking’ train * de called into 
service. The ethencioset or lecker contains 
medicines, bandages and a portabie telegraph 
outfit, with several colls of wire. If the wreck 
is a bad one the instrument is brought inte 
use. Anoperater is picked up at the first 
station along the read, and when the scene of 
the accident is reached the wires are set and 
a telegraph office is estabiishea. The ear 
carries repe of every size and kind up to 
three inches in diameter, hydraulic jacks for 
raising engines and cars, levers, pulleys and 
derrick tackle of all kings. On the Louisville 
& Nashville first division wrecking cars there 
are carried 800 feet of manila three-inch rope 
for putting engines on thetrack, 300 feet of 
two-ineh full fine for pulling pur- 
poses, 275 feet 1%-ineh rope fer the derrick, 
two 60-foot sections of three-inch switch rope 
for pulling om cars, 240 feet 2%-iInch rope for 
the same purpese, and 230 feet of B-inch rope 
for putting om trucks, and 500 feet for guy 
lines. The next car fs the ‘‘block ear, con- 
taining short blecks of wood of every size for 
blocking up cars and lecometives., 

At every wreek carsare generally tumbled 
about in confusion, and the wrecking crew 
begin on these. The shattered ones are 

ushed off the track, and these left in a littie 

tter condition are put on the track and 
Grawm away. Afterthis la done there is one 
or more disabled engines. The heavy cabies 
on the wreckingoar are attached to the dis- 
abled locomotive, and alive one at the other 
end of the rope generally, by hard work, pulls 
the disabled locomotive back on the track, 
When thetrack is clear, the wrecking train 
icks upallthe ironand trucksand comes 
ack to town.

The congregation of Centenary Methodist 
Church, South, is about te give a reception to 
Dr. Matthews, whese four years have expired 
and who will, according to the law of the 
church, be removed by the conference, whick 
meets this month, to another church. The 
reeeption will take place inthe church on 
Monday Cvenibg. It will bea joyful, happy 
occasion and few of those who will attend 
know new what a peculiar ciroum- 
stance changed all the arrange 
ments which had been made; few 
know that the refusal of the stewards to per- 
mit a certain effictal to speak in the chureh 
prevented a demonstration there and upset 
all the plans. The Cemmittee of Arrauge- 
ments had thelr programme prepared, and 
under the head oft Addresses was the name 
of Mayor E. A. Noonan. The stewards heard 
of this, a meeting was ealled, and asa result 
ef that meeting the programme was aban- 
doned. The causes which led to it are inter- 
esting. 

STORY OF THE TROUBLE. 

Rev. Dr. Matthews has takes a very prom- 
ment position in St. Louis during his four 
years’ pasterate here, and the influence of his 
work bas been felt by alarge portion of the 
ecommtnity, He has added 1,368 members to 
the church, som of which have gone to other 
congregations, and his sermons, which have 
frequentiy beer printed, have been read with 
attention. His peepleare exceedingly sorry 
te lose him, and they have been devising all 
sorts of means to insure his return to them 


after one year’s service in some ether geld, 
but he has to g@ new, and they want te show 
him how muen attached te him they have de- 
dome. Apart from their individual apprecia- 
tion ef his efforts they theught that some 
official recegnition sheuld be given him fer 
the good it has done the city, aud so the idea 
grew efa grand * reeeption at which ad- 
dresses should delivered by laymen and 
clergymen and by the Official head of the city 
ef St. Louis. This idea was very strongly ap- 
preved, and these who are prominent in all 
chureh affairs preceeded at ence to make ar- 
rangements forit. The plans were perfected 
and some of the stewards were duly informed, 
as courtesy required, but they did not approve 
them.

them, 
OBJECTED TO THE MAYOR. 

There was a striking unifermity ef opinion 
among them that the arrangements which had 
been made weuld net suit. They ebjected to 
Mayor Noonan as one of the speakers. They 
did net presume to say anything about what

NEw Tonk, Sept. 12.— The United States 
African Co. has made public a letter from 
Oardinal Ginbens, in which he states bis opiz- 
lone as to the proper solutien of the negro 
Problem in this coustry, and also advises the 
negroes how they may improve their social 
condition. The letter reads as follows: 

The negre problem is indeed one of the 
mest vexed questions that agitates the world 


— * Learned and well meaning men, whe 
have brought much refiectioa and the purest 
of motives te the study of the subject, differ 
widely as te ita best solution. Fer myself, 
would fler two suggestions, which, if re- 
flected upon and reduced to practice, will, I 
think, go far towards a solutien ef this most 
dificult question. 

First it is conceded that a large propor- 
tion ef negrees ef the United States are un- 
educated and iguerant to a depierable extent 
ef the mest fundamental truths ef Obristi- 
anity, and this, Icheerfully add, thréugh no 
fault oftheirs. What then ie the frst need of 
the colered people? A sound religious educa- 
tion; an education that will bring them toa 
practical knowledge of God; that will teach 
them their origin and the sublime destiny 
that awaite them in a better werld. An edu- 
cation that will develop their superior being, 
that willinspire them with the love ef wis- 
dom and hatred of sin, that will make 
them honest, moral, -feariag wen. 
Such an education whi elevate 
and enobie them, sid piace them 
on areligious feoting with the white man. 
Furthermore and secondly it isa matter of 
observation that few colored people are me- 
chanics. New, te bea factor in their ceun- 

pe prosperity, to make their presence felt 
te give any influence whatever te their 
attempts to better their status it is absolutely 
necessary that besides a sound religieus 
training they should be taught to be useful, 
ractical citizens; * skheuld be brought up 
rom their child heod habits of industry; 
they should be taught that to lader is heser- 
able and that the Idler is a menace te the Com- 
menweaith. Institutions should be feunded 
wherein learn the 
trades dest inclinations. 
Thus equipped—on the one hand well in- 
structed hristians, on the other skilled 
workmen—our colered people may look for- 
ward hopefully te the future; but until they 
have progressed se far itis useless to deal in 
speculations as to their true rights. Iam 
happy to bear testimony frem personal ob- 
servation tothe many Virtues that are ex- 
hibited among so many of the colered popu- 
lation ef Maryland; especialiy their deep 
eense of religion, their atitude fer favors 
1 and their allectionate disposi- 
tion.’’

Even on Friday nights he 
usually introduces a popular air or two on the 
programme for the benefit of these who do 
not appreciate classical music and fer encores 
he often playg the most simple music. It is 
this catering te the tastes of-the people which 
makes Gilmore s0 popular as 6a 
leader. He has no hebbies or 


prejudices ia the line ef any particular style 
of masic, or at least if he has he does not per- 
mitthem towarp his judgment, and this is 
why he is able to arrange his programmes so 
as to satisfy and please all classes of people. 
The man who does not know one note of 
musicfrom anetherand the most cultured 
musician both getthe most keen enjoyment 
out of Gilmore’s music. 


Gilmore bas the . By of character to select 
a programme which he thinks will please his 
aig ae regardless of what critics may say. 

hat he is capable of playing in the most fin- 
ished manner the greatest and mest difficult 
compesitions of the masters, he 
has time and again demenstrated by his work. 
His repertoire contains the most difficult 
classical compositions, and he Invariably per- 
forms them in a manner which meetsthe ap- 
proval of the most critical. Yet he is not 
above playing the simplest meled 
in music if he thinks nie 
audiences desire it, and what ig more he . 
these pieces with the same care as he would 
take withthe works ot one of the greatest 
masters. The truth of this assertion 
is proved by the selections 
he daily performs. Last 
frequently amused his audience by playing 
„Where Did You Get That Hat?’’ a piece to- 
tally devoid of any musical merit, but one 
which had madea ‘popular hit. Gilmore ren- 
dered it because 
listen to the popular meledies which were the 
rage, and no selections which he ever played 
met with more pepuiar approval, fer his 
audiences invariably made the house ring 
with applause whenever the simple little 
selection was heard.

There is a charm about Gilmore’s music 
which is lacking inthe productions of other 
bands. It is its completeness and finish. There 
are no rough edges or sharp cer- 
ners to anything dis band plays. 
‘Everything is beautifully rounded and 
all the little minor details and niceties of a 
composition are brought out. The hand ofa 
master is everywhere visible. None but 0 
born leader could observe all these little o 
portunities for developing the beauties o a 
piece and bring them out. Gilmore is a leader 
in every sense of the word. He is nota 
mere automaten standing before a body of 
musicians and beating time for them. He 


whole body of sixty-five men he holds com- 
pletely under the sway of his magic baton, 
and he shapes and molds their 
music to suit his ideas and tastes. 
Everything they play and do shows clearly 
how carefully they have been coached and 
drilled. The whole organization of sixty-five 
musicians plays as if itwere but one man. 
There is an evenness, a uniformity and a 
smoothness to their work which is really 
marvelous. This perfection could only have 
— reached through the training ofa great 
eader.

Great a leader as Gilmore is he could not 
profuce as exquisite music as he does with 
an organization of smaller preportions. This 
shown at his opening year 
at the Exposition, when his Dand 
was only two-thirds its present size. 
His music then was grand, and everything 
was smooth and even, but it lacked many lit- 
tle touches which the present larger organiza- 
tien enables. him to produce. He has more 
instruments than before and some which 
were not in the smaller band at all, 
and all these have their mission to 
fulfill. Inthe other organization the work 
now done by tnese instruments had of course 
to be left out. While no obe ever missed 
them at the time, those who heard the smaller 
band play and have heard the 
present organization all agree 
that the latter produces much 
the better music. It would be impossibie to 
round off preductionsin thesame beautiful 
manner withfa band less * 14 strong 
point in Gilmore’s favor is that bis musicians, 
with afew exceptions, have played togetner 
for years. No band can atttain the same 
perfection without such practice to- 
gether. An organization which is got to- 
— burriedly and perhaps has only a few 
rehearsals is at a disadvantage and cannot be 
expected to play with the same evenness as a 
band which has been playing every day for 
years.
